KWEILIN，China 一 Arriving in 
Kweilin，a small city in Kwangsi 
Chuang Autonomous Region fa- 
mousthroughout China and much 
of the world for its beautiful scen- 
ery a group of Chinese Americans 
from the San Francisco Bay Area 
tittered about their observations of 


China. 


The group of 24 Chinese Ameri- 
cans 一 men and women,young and 
old, teachers, grocers,， dentists and 
engineers 一 stopped in ”和 weilin 
about one week into a four-week 
visit to the People's Republic. Most 
waited more than 3a year-and-a- 
half before Engene Louie set up 
the trip. Louie has arranged three 
other such group trips to China. 


MEMORIES 

One member said he came to 
China to “see the place，the scen- 
ery and how our ancestors lived.… 
Others sajd they were intent on 
learning more about Chinese cul- 
ture and eager to“capture the 
memories of oUTr parents… 

Although a few members of the 
group had brief meetings with rel- 
atives in Kwangchow (Canton) at 
thebeginning of the tour,， most ex- 
Pect to receive permission to vis 进 
with relatives wbhen they return to 
the Kwangchow area at the end of 
the trip.Those with relatives in_ the 


Taishan and Chungshan areas said 


they hoped to spend a day':and a 
night there. 

The cleanliness of China，a na- 
ftion where the streets are SwWept 
daily and the sidewalks kept tidy 
by shopkeepers and neighborhood 
workers，impressed some of the 
group. 

SAVINGCS 
Others were impressed with the 


high level of savings of ordinary 


Chinese workers. 

“They have _ more money to 
spend”said one member of the 
group,“and not enough merchan- 
dise to go around.… 

But the curiosity and inquisi- 
tiveness of the Chinese people 
amazed many on the tour. 

“The people are loosening up， 
they come up and talk to us， said 
Margaret Lee，one of the tour 
leaders.“My sister came here four 
years ago and nobody would talk 
to her… 

“Now they drill us with ques- 
tions”said another group mem- 
ber. “They ask mainly how much 
a laborer can make in the US. 
They'ie curious about our jlives， 
our salaries，and our savings. But 
still, many of them are Very ignor- 
ant about the outside world. 

The fitness, hard working spirit， 
endurance，and optimism of the 
Chinese people were characteris- 
tics cited repeatedly. 

OPTIMISM 

Members of the group repeat- 
edly cited such characteristics of 
the Chinese people as fitness，en- 
durance，vigor，optimism， and 


.hard working spirit as worthy of 


emlulation， Neverthbheless，none 


said they would like to make a 
permanent move to China. 

“<Iwouldntmind living here for 
sixz months”said a young San 
Francisco school teacher. “But 
after that，ITd like to be able to 
come Tight home… 

After less than a week，one 
member of the San Francisco Chi- 
nese American Tourist Group said 
that the trip was already worth 
every penny of its $2,000 price tag.

A murderer，19-year-old_ Chen 
Yi-fu from Hunan Province， 
headed the list， Young Chen 
apparently began scTeaming 
belligerently late one night a few 
months ago as he walked home 
他 om a movie. .After a man 
reproached him for his unruly 
behavior，Chen turned on him， 
drew a knife，and-stabbed the 
innocent man to death. 

For his wanton crime，Chen 
was shot to death imore than a 
month ago in front of thousands of 
lcoal citizens in Kweilin's main 
square,，not far from the Li River 
tourist hotel. 

A 24-year-old hotel worker who 
had seen several pubjlic executions 
over the last few years said he 
mijssed Chen's execution. 

TEACH 

“TI would have gone to see 让 讶 工 
could,”he said. “But I had to 
work then. The executions teach 
the people， This way，the good 
and the bad learn the harsh 
consequences of crime and how 
the masses hate rotten people.” 

Chen's case was by far the most 
serious one listed on the proclama- 
tion. The other 21 crimes ranged 
from rape to gambling，and 
carried sentences from 1 to 10 
years in jail. 

One “29-year-old worker， 
accused of driving his wife to 
suicide by repeatedly beating and 
cursing her，confessed his trans- 
gressions at a public trial and 
Teceived a light sentence 一 5 years 
in prison .

While the White House denies 
that Brzezinskis trip is intended as 
a Signal to Moscow。administra- 
tion officials have said privately 
that the primary Purposes of the 
trip are to reassure the Chinese 
about U.S. defense policies vis-a- 
Vis the Soviet Union，to reaffirm 
Washington s 
Parallel interests with “China 
gobally，and to keep the Soviet 
Union “offt balance”by holdqing 
out the possibility of increasingly 
close 'Sino-American cooperation 
让 -U.S. relations with Moscow 
deteriorate further. 

Brzezinski 一 who is regarded 
by the Chinese as the leader of the 
hardline anti-Soviet faction witbin 
the administration，while Secre- 
tary of State CyIus Vance is Seen 
as anti-Chinese 一 was first invited 
to Peking informally last Novem- 
ber.
